"Under Fa—cts Misroscope" 
Inflation and its natural remedy. 


This heading m ay be seen surprising to jou;fer it 
seems to you at first that you never see the high 
prices about which we are writing now, Because its 
picture has become familiar to you throughout all - 
these years, The ugl y reflection of which you have 
been accustomed to. But if you Sompared the prices 
of some of the commodities nowadays with the pre-war 
prices, the great difference would have been visible 
to your eyes. The simple comparison of to-day's 
price with yesterday's will pla ce infront of you the 
bitter fact of the rising prices. You will feel thax 
weight mf when you are bargain to buy something, and 
if you doubt about what I say, your money purse will 
prove it when the time comes to settle the monthly 
account of your customer, 

You may say that the reason for increase in the 
prices is the tmexaaxan inflation of currency, and « 
absence of adequate direction for making good use 
of onets surplus money by drawing schemes to establish 
local banks and national firms. The person who lacks 
direction for making good use of his surplus money , 
will certainly spend it without even thinking of the 
dearness of the p-rice. 

When this becomes our belief,we we will find 
some other reasons for it too, In the first lis t 
we will see the s mall quantities of goods offered 
in the market in comparison to the great demands made, 
I can say that inspite of the journey of some of our 
big veg and trade representatives to foreign countries 


and having all the informations of modern trade and 
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remedy. 


and their completion of the ecomomical condition, 

they live among us with their old narrow iden, as 
if they never went out of this country and studied 
the situation there, 

Moreover, our country depends in her economy 
on foreign imports. How nice it would have been - 
if the Agricultural Department helped the Agriculturer 
corporations and helped the cultivator with all means 
that would guarantee abandant and rich harvest. 
Because the production of food-grains in their country 
would have a good effect? in causing the pricebf 
essential food commodities to come dow. 

We have no price control at all which is most 
essential thing in our social life, the negligence 
of which would be harmful to the poor class of - « 
people, as it is at the same time the cause of wealth 
inflation of the avaricious people on the account of 
the poor man, The responsible party should make a 
ruling fixing the price of sis meatal requirements 
of the people, by fixing proportional profit for 
wholesaler as well as retailgy dealers as practised 
in all the countries of the wwris, with the exception 
of those more backward than us. The merchant in this 
country charges according to his own choice e and 
whims, without being checked by one, You will find 
the price in the market changing daily according to 
the prevailing circumstances. Merchants manopolis¢= 
ing the market as they please. Therefore we see the 
necessity of making life for the common easy, and the 
power of the merchant limited. A demand should be 
made from him to carry out the clauses mentioned « 
in the general price-control list, and he should 
be punished for infringement of that. 
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Our brilliant Government is working streneousl-y 
for lifting the people and making their life comforte 
able by spending money in building charity institutions 
and distributing alms ammuaty annually among poor - « 
people in villages, Bedwin inhabited areas and tows 
through committees formed for that purpose, 

The Government had also excluded all building 
materials from custom duties, for the sake of encoure 
aging construction work. She had also excluded - 
before foreign imported cattle and sheep from tax- 
ation in order to lower the price of food materials. 

We hope that all essential commodittes such as 
food-grains,cloth and whatever material having strong 
connection with the living of the majority of people 
should he ge ge excluded from taxation,for the simple 
reason that the burden of these taxations fall on the 
shoulders of the poor consumer and not the rich seller, 
who compensate for these taxations from the pockets of 
the poor consumer, When these taxes nnkeevet xkx 
wiitxeaatixyxmeanx from the shoulders of the poormenf 
it would guarantee the prosperity of the poor class, 

In order to put a stop to the greediness of 
the mz merchants and their taking bad advantage, 
prices of commodities excluded from taxations should 
be controlled with due care that their prices should 
be in proportion with the commonly known margin of 
profit which benefits our present economical position. 

If mak at all it was necessary to levy taxations 
on all imports, it will not be objectionable to add 
those taxes removed from essential articles to luxury 
articles, due to the fact that the increase does not 
affect the richman so much as it ax affects the poor+ 


man. But if our wise Government wishes to exclude 
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essential articles from taxations without adding 
these taxes to $e luxury articles that will be 
what we hope and desire, and there is no doubt 
that there are many good deeds recorded during 
the Saudi eporch and I hope these words would get 


the required attention of those responsible,

gathered at the aerodrome of Jeddah to bid him 
farewell, for as soon as His majestic personality 
appeared at the aerodrome on Monday 28/6/71 the people 
ran towards H,R.H,to bid farewell,H,R.H, shook hand 
with everyone of them . Accompanying H.R.H,in the 
trip to Riyad to visit His Majesty the King,were 
Najib Bey Ibrahim the Deputy Finance Minister, 
Shaikh dex Hussain Jastania General Director of 
the Finance Ministry and Hassan Fadaq Director of 
Budget Affaires. His Royal Highness boarded the 
Royal Plane,which flew and roared in the air. 
After sitting at ease for a moment,He alloted the 
seats to those accompanying him in s uch a way that 
they might be very near to him. What is worth mention- 
ing in the trip is the discussion which took place 
regarding the p. revailing high prices of the essential 
commodities of life, and the keenness of H,R.H.regarding 
the poor buying ability of the poor man,and the necess- 
ity to lower the prices of bread which is the principal 
substance of life. He drew the attraction of the 
Finance Ministry to that by a-ddressing his words 
directay to Shaikh Najib Bey Ibrahim and Shaikh 
Hussain Justannia who promised to carry out H.R.E . 
wish, What was a part of more appreciation for H.R.H, 
was his bis comparison between the income of the poor 
man and his expenditure which was regarded as unquest- 
jonable, because his income does not even mee.t his 
essential requirements, I expressed my view regarding 


the necessity of issuing a Royad Decree for reducing 
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the duties on essential commodites and forming a 
special Committee to deal with the bes t means 
leading to that purpose, which was promised to be 
done by H.R.H.and was met by the approval of the 
two honourable representatives of His Excellency 


Shaikh Abdullah Sulaiman the Finance Minister

H,.R.H.addressed the talk about the Prinvedome 
of Al-Khasra to the Honourable Shaikh Hussain Justannia 
the Director of Finance and drew his attention to the 
necessity of constructing a Palace for the Princedom 
in the shortest time possible, upon which the Honourable 
Shaikh Hussain Justania replied that he would carry out 
the order as soon as possible upon returning back to 


the Finance Ministry. 
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Thus H.R.H.spoke about different interesting 
topics full of valuable iafensetiond, and I was 
told that it was the habit of H.R.H.in his air, 
land,and sea journeys to excellent converser of first 
grade.

Pilgrims coming im by Land and wiose taxes were not psid outside 
Saudi Arab Kingdom gust pay pilgrimage and quarantine texes to the 
finencial offices on borders from whom they should obtain vouchers 
proving necessery taxes have been paid, 


Transportation fares during pilgrimage time should be paid to the 
guides (muta'wifeen) or the agents, 


Taxes and fares will be in foree only on the persons past the age of 
10 and those whose ages are above 5 but do not exceed 10 will be 
charged 50 per cent of necessary taxes, ‘Those ayed under 5 will 

be free of all charges, 


Indonesians, Malayans, Phillippinos and Siemies, each of these 
nationslities must pey besides Haj tax ond transportation fare, 

20 sterling pounds in lieu of house rent at Mecca, furniture (mat)

Haji can stay et Holy Medina for a period of 10 days without paring 
eny oxtre texi fares to the Arabian Transportation Company, Sut 
he wished to stay over 10 days he should then pay to the Arabian 
Transportation any one riyel per day commencing lst day of 
month of Shaw'wal (about 63 days before actual time of Haj, 


If a Haji has paid taxi fare to Medina, 4rafat or Jeddah and has not 
used the vehicle he has the right for reimbursement by the Arabian 
Transportation “ompany; but no reimbursement can be made if he used 
the vehicle and discontinued without any reaeonsble reason, If he 
could prove through his Muta'wif the negligence on the Company's 
part then the later should reimbupse the aji with the fare, 


In case of death, the heir or heirs of the deceased haji will be 
entitled for reimbursement of return fare, 


If a Haji bought a first class ticket but had traveled by 2nd elass, 
the Arabian ‘pansportation Company should arrange to reimburse him 
with the difference fortiwith. If a lisji bought a 2nd class tieket — 
but used lst eless vehicle he too should pay the difference in the | 
rates to tho Arabian Transportetion Company es deteiled in this 
tariff,
